SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled The Lust of Keisha is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is 36 pages in length including the front and back covers, and presents 
approximately 4% text and 96% photographs. It includes explicit depictions and 
descriptions of a man and woman engaged in sexual activity as well as explicit 
advertisements for phone sex and a sex magazine. The majority of the magazine’s 
photographs focus solely on female genitalia in a degrading and dehumanising 
manner, to the extent that this is the dominant effect of the magazine. This is further 
emphasized by accompanying text and derogatory references. Because the magazine 
uses degrading and dehumanising images of women as sexually arousing material 
intended primarily for men, its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The Classification Office has balanced the right to freedom of expression against the 
manner, extent and degree to which the magazine is degrading and dehumanising. In 
order to minimise likely injury to the public good, the weighting given to the issues 
considered under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the 
FVPC Act) overrides the right to freedom of expression with regards to this magazine. 
It is considered that the limitation of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act is reasonable 
and demonstrably justified. 
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
